Tub Sma-LL Pox. — About twelve oases of this 
dreadful disease were ycaterday to bo ••en at 
the^ncMnpment of Cliimseao Indians. Two 
deaths occurred on Saturday night,' and wreral 
of the pitients appear at their last gisp. They 
are confined lingljr in bitibII tents near the collec- 
tion of Chimacan huts, »ad »re cartd for by their 
relatir^s aud frianda and supplied with medicines 
and necciiariea from the Church Million fund, 
by Rer. A. C. Oatrett. The dead bodies have beta 
rcmoTed from the beach and buried. As soon ns 
a death occurs in a but and the body bus been 
removed, the house is torn dovrn by its owner 
nnd the lumber remoTod to a new lite, a few yards 
distant, and re-erected. The blankets and oloth- 
ing nied by the dccuaaed are not doitroyed. A 
few of the Chimseuus bars fled from the encamp- 
ment aud removed their families and household 
godi to mall houiet within the limit* of the town ; 
but the majority leem very indifferent at the work 
ofdiiOiiettud death which It going on around. 
Ycdterday morning we noticed oneuf the auirerori 
apparently in the last stage of the disease — his 
body covered with corruption and sores, and the 
donth-rattlo sounding In his throat— while not five 
paces away sut a dozen or fifteen young bucks, his 
lata atsociatos, or niny bo bin relatiros, engagid 
in gambling, quit* as unconcerned and iudillerent 
as if the small pox were a thousand miles away. 
The Chimseans at their vlllagt number, men wo- 
men and children, Jome 300 louls— about ten per 
■cent of wiiich numbsr hare died or are hopolfssly 
ill with the disease. The story about the while 
men putting poison into leme molasaei and 
crackers, turns out to bs nonsense. The report 
originated from the death of several members of 
one family by small pox. No cases are re- 
ported to have occurred among the oihsr tribes.
